Sm,—In your estimable paper of the 
J5th fost., there ts an entrefilet entitled 
“the Ohinese reception of General Grant,” 
and from which it appears that the credit 
for the suitable weloome given by the Vice- 
roy of Canton ‘to the ex-President of the 
United States, ts due to the diplomatic acti. 
vity of the Reverend Christmas Holoombe, 
Amorican Chargé d’Affaires. This Is not at 
all correct, and the short ‘history of this 
affair speaks thus :—When General Grant 
landed in Singapore, he was mot on: the 
spot by the well known Slamese Consul, 
Me Whampoa, from Canton, who, in the 
name of the numerous Chinese residents in 
that Island gave to the American General a 
hearty welcome, moreover assured him that 
the-Viceroy of Canton had already made 
all necessary preparations for the purpose 
of reéeiving the illustrious visitor suitably. 

Mr Lincoln, the worthy: ‘ nited Statea 
Consul at Canton, wrote a letter to General 
Grant in Bangkok (Siam), informing him 
that the Viceroy of Oanton had mide all 
necessary preparations for giving him a 
grand reception. Both Mr Livcoln’s letter 
and Mr Whampoa’s assurances about the 


plan and intentions of the Viceroy ‘of. 


Canton were published in the Singapore, 
Aongkong, and shanghai papers long 
before the. Reverand Amoerioan Chbarze 
d'Affaires had with grand clat started in 
bis religious ambassadorial pilgrimage from 
Peking to Canton and intermediary ports. 

Mr J. Russell’ Young, Goneral Grant’s 
Secretary and historiographer, in a letter 
from Canton, and published’ in the New 
York Herald, olassed Reverend Christmas 
Holcombe simply as “our :econd interpre- 
ter,” tho first and best being s blue button 
Ohinese Mandarin, who spoke Eoglish and 
Chinése languages very correctly. So you, 
Mr Editor, and the numerous’ réaders of 
the Shinghat Mercury, can from these 
narratives, see clearly that the diplomatic 
activity of the Reverend’ American Ohary6 
@ Affaires had nothing to do with the 
splendid reception given to General Grant 
by the Viceroy of Canton. 

Reverend Christmas Holcombe himacif 
admits that the battle ground of his para- 
mount influence in the Celestial Empire, 
sua verba, is not with the mandarins in the 
provinces, but at the Tzang-Li-Yamén in 
Peking, where, being ably assisted by the 
otherself-styled American Chargé d’4 flaires, 
‘Cheater Sebastopol Taylor, an acute Bur- 
mese diplomatist, he, Mr Bolcombe is really 
the lion in the den and can defy the rival 
influences of all the other Foreign Ministers 
in Peking and eclipse them all.
